N olden times the mystery that surrounded 
the birth of the pearl added considerably 


I to the already high value placed upon it 
as an ornament;* and through all the ages 
there has been a romantic interest in this 
beautiful gem. 
The Oriental writers of long ago have more 
of less a that each year, on the 16th 
day of the month Nisan, the pearl oysters 
rose to the surface of the sea, and there 
received the rain or dew that falls at that 
time, the drops thus caught becoming pee 
Many poets have allu to this belief, 
which certainly lends itself to poetic treat- 
ment, and our own Thomas Moore wrote :— 


“ And precious the tear as that rain from 
the sky, 

Which turns into pearls as it falls to 
the sea.’

tears, and it is said that 
rgaret, Consort of James IV. of 

had a dream just before the battle of Flodden 
Field, and in her dream, as she looked at her 
jewels, they turned to pearls. While a few 
nights before Henry IV. of France was 
assassinated, his Queen dreamed that the 
various gems in her crown became pear 

Tx the early ages pearls were credited with 
wonderful powers of healing, and when 
powdered were taken for serious internal 
complaints—a rather costly remedy. 

They were taken with milk to n ake the 
voice soft and clear& they “ comforted the 
heart,” and brought immediate relief to 
sufferers from ague. 

In the thirteenth century the Venetian 
traveller, Marco Polo, visited the island/ of 
Chipanga, and of the people there he wrote: 
‘‘The inhabitants have pearls in abudance, 
which ar- of a rose colour. When a dead 
body is burned they put one of these pearls 
in ne mouth.” 

Every shoal of pearl oysters was believed 
to. have a king, just as a swarm of bees is 
known to have a queen, and the life work of 
this monarch was to keep his less intelligent 
subjects out of danger. 

We are told that the first object of the 
divers was to catch tie King Oyster, after 
which it was comparatively easy to capture 


the leaderless shoal.

T is difficult to determine what influence 
| it is which special induces retrospec- 
tion, but it may stated JeAnitely 
that it is very rarely a cheerful one, when 
prosperity crowns Us; when our fates and 
wills agree; when our friends flatter and 
our enemies ble; when, in fact, the 
glorious ai Health, Wealth, and Happiness, 
are so with us, then we think little 
en of fears and the follies, the 
frie and the foes, the hopes and disap- 
ointments, the loves and the hates that we 
ve leit 

It is “cf in the nature of woman to be 
chilly in the sun, or to be anxious to re- 
trace a thorny path which they have passed, 
when the one they are treading in the present 
is carpeted. ut, when Time cr us 
unexpectedly on his wheel, after his usual 
manner, then we recall visions of the cor- 
responding sufferings that we have left 
behin 1, with fidelity that is either fierce and 
cruel, or deprecatingly pathetic, according to 
our natures. 

A friend fails us, for instance—a friend to 
whom we have cleaved in perfect faith for a 
long time; and the shock administered to 
our system by the snapping of the chord that 
had seemed so strong jerks us back to the 
day and hour in which we were rudely roused 
from our first love-dream—hurls us hack, ex- 
hausted and trembling, to the time when the 
first love which had made the beautiful earth 
a heaven to us was withdrawn, or died, or 
proved to be a lie. It is a very common ex- 
perience this—the commonest of all probably 
-—for the majority of women love in the 
wrong place first. As we sit in the dark 
hour and recall these things, how humbly 
we ought to bow our heads in gratitude to the 
God who enabled us to live through them. 

But there are other bitternesses besides this 
double-distilled bitterness of blighted loves, 
whose wraiths rise and compel us to confront 
the memory of them in the dark hours of our 
present lives. ‘The first break in the family, 
the death of the father or mother. the 
marriage and consequent parting with a 
brother or sister—all these ‘things, which 
were so infinitely sad at the time

NEW POSTAL SERVICE IN THE 
N 


ORTH. 


The Cash-omDelivery parcel service came 
into operation in Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland yesterday. “The postal authorities in 
Belfast do not anticipate that there will be 
any great rush: to take advantage of the new 
system: until both traders and customers 
become better acquainted with it. 

The Post Office does not guarantee the 
quality or the. quantity of the articles sent 
under the ‘system, and it will not accept 
cheques in payment. Parcels over £5 in value 
must be paid for at the Post Office before the 
are . delivered. The authorities 
look upon the new service as a potential 
source of revenue, but the postmen who have 
to work it describe it as the “Co. 


Parcels up to £40 in value can be sent 
under the new system, and the money will 
be collected from the addressee by the Post 
‘Office’and remitted immediately to the sender 
means of “a special order. Parcels 
registered may be posted C.O.D. at any 
money order office. 

The scale of fees is as follows :—Trade 
charge, not exceeding 10s., fee 4d. ; £1, fee 
6d.; £2, fee 8d.; £5, fee 10d.; £10, fee 1s. ; 
and 2d. for every additional £5 or fraction 
of £5 up to a maximym: of 1 

It is expected that the scheme will be a 
great .boon tó farmers who send produce, 
particularly. eggs, cheaply and conveniently 
to regular customers in the towns.

In the eight plays beginning with Richard 
H. ‘and ending with Richard HL., Dr. Johnson 
said, we get a complete picture of a most 
unhappy century in our country s history. 
The last is closely connected with that which 
preceded it, for Richard 's character and plans 
are revealed in the So given to him in 
“King Henry VI.,”’ P ' e i 
continuous, for as that play ends with King 
Henry's death, this begins with his funeral. 
There is some difficulty in arriving at what 
is the true text, owing to superfiuity of 
‘material. Six quartos were printed before the 
folio, five of them in Shakespeare’s |:fetime. 
This is the only play of ‘Shakespare which 
opens with a soliloquy, and one .1s tempted to 
invest this with significance as emphasising 
the supremacy of loneliness possessed by 
Richard throughout the play. ! 

The Richard of Shakespeare is not only 
supreme in wickedness, he is so supreme in 
intellect that all those with whom he comes in 
contact, friends and enemies alike, are mere 
puppets in his hands. The Richard presented 
to us by Shakespeare is an appalling being, 
but in judging him we must consider his 
environment. It was an age of blood, when 
all moral discipline. disappeared., The world 
is not so changed that we may not find a 
n recent history’ But was the 
Richard in the play the real Richard? Shake- 
speare and the chroniclers from whom he 
drew his facts were Tudor writers. It is not 
to be expected, therefore, that if they erred 
that they would err in favour of Richard.

NEW INSURANCE BILL. 


PAYMENTS TO INSURED 
CONTRIBUTORS. 

Yesterday the text of the Unemployment 
Insurance Bill, 1926, introduced by the Free 
State Minister of Industry and Commerce in 
the Dail last week, was circulated offivially.

RESTORATION OF PLAINSONG. 

‘ Plainsong " was the subject of a very in- 
teresting address delivered by the Rev. John 
Burke, M.A., Dean of Residence University 
College, Dublin, to a large meeting in the 
Chapel of the Sacred Heart Convent, Lower 
Leeson street, yesterday afternoon. 

Plain chant, the lecturer said, was the song 
of the Church; it was also known as 


Gregorian chant, because the honour of having 


collected ‘and published these melodies be- 
longed to St. Gregory, the first Benedictine 
Pope. From Rome the chant spread through- 
out the world. . In the monasteries plain song 
flourished. Through the Middle Ages the 
monasteriés were models for the family and 
the State, nurseries of the arts and sciences, 


but only as long as they were planted on the:| 


soil of Liturgical life. But in those days, 
when faith grew dim, when false and revolu- 
tionary movements, shaking both altar and 
Throne, undermined the foundation of 
Christian belief, the song of the Church be- 
came almost silent. There was no time for 
choir song; active work was the watchword. 
Hence it was that Pope Pius X. some years 
ago, desiring to. “restore all things in 
Christ,” and not being unmindful of the 


glories of the past, reminded them that this | 


plain song music of the Church was a power- 


ful means of Apostolic work, and should be 


used in restoring the true Christian spirit in 
the world of to-day. 


They did not expect plain song. .to- reign: 


supreme and alone as in, the Middle Ages; 
for all music which was at the same time 


sacred, beautiful and universal was allowed in | 
church. However, plain song alone contained 


within itself all the elements of the “ beauti- 


fui.’’ It had in the highest possible degree 1 


«ull the factors which made. for suitabihty-in 
Church music. Plain seng, as such, was the 


oldest form of music still existing. It began 


to decline about the fourteenth. century, 
which was a period of decadence, when people 
clamoured for the vulgar taste. | Polyphonic 
music became a novelty. and seemed moze 
attractive. 

The object of the address, he said, was to 
prove the great. possibilities which were theirs 
t 


in the ‘restoratiog- df plain ‘song, ‘so that the 


faithful might Ghce more take an active’ part 
in the ‘eeclesiastical offices, as was the case in 
tlie ancient ‘times. : |

Mary was a visionary, capable of rising to 
wonderful heights.

Martha. It is a wrong view of service to 
think that we must always be busy or our 
lives are useless. The land that is used as 
a garden is just as valuable as land upon 
which a shop is built. We need one just as 
much as we need the other. If ..2 need the 
Marthas, as we undoubted!~ do, we need the 
Marys, spreading fragrance round them. 
Martha is like a tonie and Mary is a seda- 
tive; we need both. We need Mary, who 
sits at the feet of Christ interpreting his 
thoughts to the world.

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Tobacco and Taste. 


Trish-grown tobacco has at least one 
merit. The subject of its encouragement 
can be discussed without any lapse into 
those passions which normally are pro- 
voked by the issues of protection and free 
trade. A certain sentiment in most Irish- 
men—even in those who would not smoke 
Irish tobacco or do not smoke at all— 
favours this native industry, which, during 
the centuries, has seen so many vicissi- 
tudes of fortune. Furthermore, the. reason- 
able protection of Irish tobacco would not 
increase the price of the imported article 
and probably would * demand only the 
slightest sacrifice of national revenue. We 
gather from the very interesting report by 
Dail Eiveann’s Special Committee which 
we print to-day that, if its recommenda- 
tions were adopted, the initial call upon 
the Exchequer would be less than £2,000 
a year. At present, as the report tells 
us, the industry is on the verge of -extinc- 
tion. When it was revived in 1898 the 
extent of Irish soil under tobacco increased 
steadily until it reached a mazimum of 
2173 acres. Then the acreage began to 
decline, and to-day it has shrunk to the 
meagre proportions of 153 acres. The chief 
cause of the industry’s decay was the 
arrival of imperial preference in 1919; 
for the preference of 2s. per lb. put our 
native product into hopeless competition 
with Indian and Colonial tobaeco, raised 
by labour to which trade union Wages and 
the eight hours’ day are unknown. In 
these circumstances the Dail Committee 
has been asked to suggest means whereby 
the Irish industry may be revived and 
strengthened. The Free State Customs 
duty on foreign tobacco is now 8s. 2d. ; 
the Excise duty on Jrish-grown tebacco is 
6s. 8d., and the Committee suggests that 
the latter impost shall be reduced tu 5s. 
It thinks that this remission would secure 
a market for the home-grown article at 
ls. 6d. per lb. or thereabouts, and that 
thus the price to the consumer of a blend 
containing from 25 per cent. to 50 per 
ecnt. of Irish tobacco could be reduced by 
a halfpenny or a penny per ounce. 

The Committee has done its work care- 
fully ; its survey is judicious, and we believe 
that Irishmen of all shades of economic 
thought would welcome the success of its 
plan. Frankly, however, we are not 
optimists in the matter; for the whole 
position is governed by the mysterious 
element of taste, and of all tastes the 
taste in tobacco is most imperative. A man 
may be induced to wear clothes that he 
dislikes or to eat food that he -dislikes, 
and one of Disraeli's characters says, “I 
rather like bad wine: one gets so: bored 
with good wine ”; but no man will smoke 
tobacco that he dislikes. During the last 
thirty years Lrish-grown tobacco has failed 
to win the smoker's patronage, His palate 
rejects it, and that obstacle is not likely 
to be overcome by a réduction: of one 
penny, or even of twopence, -in the price 
per ounce. Many men would’ die for 
Ireland who would refuse to smoke for 
her. It is their knowledge of this fact 
which makes the big manufacturers. and 
all the Irish retailers so coldly indifferent 
to the future of the Irish industry. We 
think, therefore, that the best hope ‘for 
native tobacco lies no} in tariffs, but in 
the agricultural laboratory: if it is to 
prosper, science. must remould it nearer 
to the mouth’s desire. Of course, there is 
an alternative solution. The Free ‘State 
Government could. make the smoking of 
Irish tobacco compulsory by law and a 
condition of. all. appointments to the. public 
'sétvices In any other country ‘this sugges: 
tion might seem to be absurd; but here 
the case of ‘the Irish language furnishe 
a sober precedent. | | 
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Foreign Budgets. 

While M. Raoul Pérét, the French 
Finance Minister, is making desperate 
efforts to secure the approval of Parlia- 
ment for his fiscal proposals, the German 


Reichstag has passed the Budget for the

‘the “Chamber “that, unless it passes 
his “Budget “proposals béfore . to-morrow 
night, he*will refuse to be answerable for 
“the: consequences. ‘In other ‘words, French 
‘eredit, so long in peril, is now on the 
threshold of collapse. Germany, con- 
-quered in the.war, isin a very different 
‘case. During the first few years after the 
‘armistice her finatices underwent almost 
complete shipwreck, While the war was 
in progress ; the German Finance Ministry, 
inspired by Herr Helfferich, threw caution 
to the. winds.. No attempt was made to 
finance thé war by increased taxation ; the 
currency’ was inflated. recklessly, in the 
confident belief that Germany would win, 
with “the result ' that, when defeat sur- 
prised her, the mark, became virtually 
valueless. The situation, especially in 
view of ‘Germany’s external obligations, 
seemed to be -hopeless,, but by means 
of unparalleled sacrifices a gold standard 
was restored. The grossly inflated currency 
| was destroyed; sound financial methods 
replaced the bad,.old ways, and, instead 
of sinking into permanent. chaos, Ger- 
many’s finances have become as stable as 
those of any. other country in Europe. 

Germany--had_ mortgaged her: assets and 
had. come to the end of her - resources 
}when she Gecided. to reform her ways. 
It was an uphill fight. She was forced 
to cut, her losses and make a fresh start; 
but the German people, like the: British 
people in similar circumstances, persevered 
in their determination to live within 
their means. Now the result is that, 
while M. Pérét is racking his brains 
to find a way. out of his difficulties, the 
German Finance Minister, Herr Rein- 
hold, is able to spend his Easter holidays 
in contemplation of a balanced Budget 
and a tax reduction of some £24.000,000. 
Strangely enough, ‘the German: Reichstag 
has approved of a reduced turn-over tax, 
which the Chamber refuses 
stubbornly to allow. M. Pérét to impose. 
In -his-anxiety to secure the passage cf 
his Finance Bill before Easter the French 
Finance Minister has modified his pro- 
posals. once more by exempting retailers 
from the. scope of this much diseussed im- 
post ; but, even with this concession, there 
is little hope of the Chamber's agreement. 
On last Friday the Radicals, who hitherto 
had been the strongest opponents of the 
turn-over tax, seemed to be ready to com- 
promise, until somebody suggested that 
pressure was being k>ought to bear on the 
Government by the big exporters. The 
mere hint of a political intrigue. was 
enough to make them repent of their weak- 
ness. 

It France wishes to recover-her financial 
position, she must follow the example that 
was set first by Britain and afterwards by 
Germany. Economically she probably is 
better off than either.of them: for she has 
no unemployment, and the restoration of

her devastated areas has increased her pro- 
ductive capacity beyond its pre-war level. 
The French Chamber, however, refuses 
steadfastly to sanction any programme 
that is designed to raise the scale of taxa- 
tion in the country. At-the last general 
election most of the. present Fein a 
pledged themselves to resist any attempt 
to impose new taxes; and they are afraid 
now that, if they acquiesce in M. Pérét’s 
proposals, they may lose their seats at the 
next appeal to ‘the ' electorate. © Until 
finance is disentangled from politics, there 
will be scant hope for France. The present 
Chamber seems to be utterly unfitted for 
its responsibilities. It is thinking al] the 
time in terms of votes, apparently ignoring 
the. fact that a financial collapse would 
sweep it completely out of existence. The 
tax at which it has been boggling for 
nearly three: months .is. estimated to 
produce the comparatively paltry sum of 
1,800,000,000 francs; and for the sake of 
this sum it seems to be prepared to allow 
the nation to go into bankruptcy. Less 
than a week remains before the House 
rises for Easter. Within that space of 
time. M. Pérét’s Finance Bill must. be 
approved by the Financial Committee, 
passed by the Chamber itself, sent to the 
‘Senate for ratification, and finally voted 
into law by the Lower House. The time 
is perilously short, and failure to pass the 
bill may involve the franc in ruin, 


Better School-buildings. 


At the annual Congress of the Ivish 
National Teachers’ Organisation an im- 
portant motion by. the Central Executive 
will be discussed. The Congress will be 
asked to call upon the Government of 
Saorstat Kireann to provide for educa- 
tional councils in every county and county 
borough, “whose main functions shal] be 
to make provisions for adequate and 
suitable school accommodation, and the 
heating, cleaning, and general upkeep and 
maintenance of school-buildings.’’ We 
hope that the assembled teachers will 
adopt. the Executive’s proposal and that 
the Free State Government will give ear 
to their appeal. Northern reland has led 
the way in this matter, and already its 
local. educational authorities are pushing 
ahead. the erection and equipment of 
up-to-date school-buildings. Belfast Jong 
has stood in dire need of larger and 
worthier- schools ;but many a rural area 
in the Free State is in a yet graver plight. 
There are counties along the Atlantic coast 
in which it is not uncommon to see infants 
lying prone upon the floor—which in some 
cases is even of earth or stone, not of 
wood—for Jack of desks and _ benches. 
Schools are many which could not contain 
ali the children on the rolls if attendance 
were regular, In some districts less than 
20 per cent. of due attendances are made, 
and, when chance brings a larger number 
of pupils to school than is usual, classes 
are theld in draughty porches, even 
though it be in wet and chilly mid-winter. 
That pneumonia is not rifé among the 
‘school ‘children in these neighbourhoods 
is. due simply to -the.endurance which 
they “have acquired’ through hardship. 
Parents have a right, and’ even a 
duty; fo demand safeguards regarding 
‘the ventilation, -lighting’ “and heating 
of the schoct fabrics. Committees on 
which parents were represented would 
‘not. tolerate for the length of one school 
term - the continued use of the leaky, 
windy, - overcrowded and uncomfortable 
buildings in which so many children at 
present are condemned, through Win- 
difference, to spend hours every day, If 
parents hrd a due say in. educational 


affairs, they would demand that schools 
should be at least as hygienic as homes.

When the 
egg is “candled” it should show: “air 
space. not more than. j-inch in depth; 


of course, simply consists of holding the 
egg before a strong ray of light derived 
from electric, gas or oil lamps. A corre- 
spondent of The Times points out that all 
eggs should be tested thus before sale, 


laid, since they may contain, especially 
in spring, blood spots which make them 
unsightly for table. Testing for fertility 
is. yet more important. It is performed 
by rapid exposure against an aperture ‘in 
a box containing a light. On the. seventh 
day of incubation a fertile egg is seen 
to have developed an opacity with 
radiating blood vessels, and on the tenth 
day it throws a red shade. The infertile 
egg. on the other hand, is translucent, 
and the addled egg is cloudy and blotchy. 
Infertile and ‘addled eggs, if not’ removed 
from a “clutch,” will rob fertile eggs of 
a portion of warmth: TUggs containing 
dead embryos will vitiate the air in an 
incubator. The removal of eggs which 
cannot hatch, moreover, saves space and 
enables fertile eggs of two or more 
incubators, cr of a number of sitting 


hens, to be bulked.

OBITUARY. 


DR. HASTINGS CROSSLEY. 

Dr. Thomas Hastings Henry Crossley, for- 
merly Professor of Greek at Queen's College, 
Belfast, died at Bordighera on March 23rd at 
the age of 79, says The Times. The son of 
Major Crossiey, of the Honourable East India 
Company s Service, he was born on August 
1, 1846, and was sent to school, first at Bonn 
and then to the Royal School at Dungannon. 
4% Trinity College, Dublin, he highly dis- 
tinguished himself, winning a Royal Exhibi- 
tion and a University Scholarship in his first 
year, as well. as various prizes and medals 
and the Senior Moderatorship in 1868. 

For a time he was Semor Classical Master 
at Glenalmond, but m 1675 he was appointed 
Deputy Professor of Latin at Queen's College, 
Beliast, and in the following year was elected 
to the Chair of Classics and Ancient History 
at University College, Bristol. This he held 
till 1879, when he returned to Queen’s Col- 
lege, Beifast, as Professor of Greek, retiring 
in 1890. He was Hon, Litt.D. of Queen's 
University, and a former Fellow of the Roya! 
University of Ireland. 

Dr.. Crossley had examined for the (Civil. 
Service Commiseson and for Queen's Univer- 
sity and the Royal University, and had lec- 
tured on ancient history and literature at 
various centres in England. He was, how- 
ever, chiefly known for his edition of the 
Fourth Book of Marcus Aurelius, with 
revised text and translation (1882), and his 
edition of the Golden ‘Thoughts of Epic- 
tetus, with the Hymn oí Cleanthes (1902). 
‘He also contributed to “ Kottabos’’ and 
“Dublin Translations,” to Thackeray and 
Stone’s “‘ Anthology of Latin Verse,” and 
articles on Theocritus and the correspondence 
of Fronto and Marcus Aurelius in “ Her- 
mathena.’ He was also a musician, and 
had studied with H. Stiehl and Berthold 
Tours. 

Dr. Crossley - married’ Emily Agnes, 
daughter of Colonel F. C. Irwin, and had -one 
son. 


ADMIRAL LANE. 

The .Times records the death of Engineer 
Rear-Admiral Charles Lane, C.B., which took 
place last Saturday at Boscombe, at the ‘age 
of 735. He was a prominent officer of his 
branch of the Navy during the important 
period of development which preceded the 
war.

EVIDENCE DECLINED. 


RETAIL TOBACCONISTS « NOT 
INTERESTED.”’ . 

At the outset of its report, the Committee 
mentions that to secure evidence from the 
manufacturers of tobacco in the Free State 
an invitation was extended to the Tobacco 
Manufacturers’ Association to send a repre- 
sentative, but apart from Mr. R. H. Good- 
body, who stated that he only represented his 
own firm, no witness attended. 
mittee also invited the Dublin Association of 
Tobacco Retailers to give evidence, but the 
invitation was declined on the ground that the 
Association was not interested. 


USES FOR IRISH TOBACCO. 

From the evidence tendered by the wit- 
nesses who attended, the Committee was satis- 
fied that tobacco of fairly good quality could 
be grown in Ireland suitable for blending 
with certain types of American tohacco in roll 
or plug. It was also suitable for “shac” 


| tobacco, which is consumed in large quantities 


in Great Britain, while “it would likewise 
appear that types of tobacco suitable for the 
manufacture of cheap cheroots can be grown 
with satisfactory results.” 

Since the revival of tobacco-growing, in 
1898, it could not be said that the industry 
had been given, a fair opportunity for develop- 
ment on an industrial basis, ‘‘ owing to fre- 
quent changes of Government policy.” 


IMPERIAL PREFERENCE BLAMED. 

_ Up to 1919 little difficulty was exnerienced 
in finding a market for Irish leaf, but with 
the introduction of Imperial preference in that 
year the industry had rapidly declined almost 
to the point of extinction. The confining of 
this preference to home-grown tobacco by the 
Free State in 1924, had not been sufficient to 
check the downward movement, as may be 
gathered from the following figures :—

The Committee ascribes this decline to two 
causes :'— 

(1)—The refusal of Irish manufacturers to 
buy home-grown leaf at the lowest price 
which growers can afford to accept, for the 
reason that such price only offers manu- 
facturers an inducement of about 10 per cent. 
on the total cost, which includes the duty 
as well as the market price of the leaf, and 

(2)— The operation of Imperial preference, 
at the rate of 2s. per Ib. in Great Britain, 
which has resulted in flooding the market with 
cheap Indian and Colonial tobaccos produced 
by native labour. 


HUGE STOCK IN BOND. 

At the present time the produce of several 
years’ crops, amounting to about 140,000 Ibs. 
is retained in bond, for which there is no 
Trish market available, and which could be 
sold in Great Britain only at a substantial 
loss to the grower. 


PROMOTES TILLAGE. 

The report goes on :—The Committee have 
carefully considered the relative importance 
of tobacco-growing as compared. with other 
crops, and its value to the agricultural com- 
munity if it can be grown on an economic 
basis. They have noted that :— 

The amount of labour required for the 
cultivation of tobacco ‘s far greater 
proportionately than that required for 
any other crop commonly grown in this 
country. 

The crop is one eminently suitable for the 
small farmer, seeing that much of the 
labour required is of a nature which can 
be supplied by the :nembers of his fami'y, 
particularly in the slack s-ason. 

It necessitates the breaking-up of a, con- 
siderable area for other rops, in order uo 
provide for rotation, and is a consequent 
stimulus to tillage. A ayy 

Being a crop requiring intensive cultivation, 
tobacco enriches the land, and, in con- 
sequence, better yields off subsequent 
crops result; at the same time its growth 
improves the agricultural methods of the 
producer. The small growers who 
appeared before the Committee laid stress 
on the educational value of tobacco- 
culture. 

“It is obvious that these advantages (adds 
the report) cannot be accurately translated 
into terms of cash; but the Committee are 
of opinion that some temporary sacrifice of 
State revenue would be justifi in order to 
keep alive an industry which might in the 
future be particularly useful in promoting 
tillage and increasing employment. 


200 GROWERS. 

é“ This opinion has been reinforced by the 
fact that over 200 growers in different parts 
of Ireland have acquired experience and 
practical knowledge of tobacco cultivation, 
and that the resulis of 25 years of costly 
experiments, attended by marked success Jn 
improving the quality of the leaf grown, 
would inevitably be lost to the community 
if steps were not taken to keep the industry 
in existence. Any future effoft to re-start 
the industry, were it to -go out of existence 
now, would be handicapped, not merely by 
the loss of the tradition, but, still more, by 
the difficulty of overcoming the distrust and 
apathy which always follow failure.” 


LOSS OF REVENUE. 

Reference having been made to the fact 
that its task ““was greatly hampered by the 
absence of any evidence from manufacturers 
as to what remission of exeise duty would be 
sufficient to induce them to buy the home- 
grown product,” the Committee proceeds “to 
discuss its recommendation.

Many of the arguments which I shail here 
advance have'already been used, though few 
have received the recognition of a ‘reasoned 
reply; but they have not, so far as I am 
aware, been collected, and, cogent as is their 
individual force, their cumulative effect is far 
greater. | 

If, as a result. of their consideration, the 
present rules and practice: are modified, the 
concession will be received, not in.a spirit 
of triumph, but of grateful. acknowledgment 
of.a liberality. and generosity “to” minority 
views which has already been. shown on most 
occasions by the new Government. Further, 
it should be made plain at the outset that 
in opposing compulsion the. present writer is 
not opposing the development and encourage- 
ment of the Irish language by voluntary 
means; by financial endowment, if it be 
desired; by developing and extending, if 
possible, the bilingual areas; by encouraging 
national traditions—in short, by the methods 
which once produced an enthusiasm that com- 
pulsion is now quenching. 


DIFFERENT DIALECTS. 


In the first place, then, as a matter of 
linguistic fact, it is doubtful whether the 
Irish language is riot too far gone to bé 
successfu resuscitated as the ordinary 
medium of a modern nation. It is credibly 
reported that the dialects in various Gaelic- 
speaking <listricts have diverged greatly from 
one another, and that one who has learned 
the language from books and teachers in Dub- 
lin has difficulty in making himself. under- 
stood in Donegal or Galway. It is, natur- 
ally, deficient in the votabulary of modern 
technology, and the gaps can only be sup- 
plied by the adoption of English or foreign 
words in an Irish spelling. This must now be 
done cen masse to an enormous extent.owing 
to present-day needs, if the lan- 
guage is to be generally spoken; 
will the nucleus’ be able to digest the 
additions? In the normal course a main 
assimilates or invents new words gradually ; 
the adoption of each is an event in its history ; 
the. genius of the language is master of the 
candidates for admission. If Irish, in the 
past a national tongue of somewhat limited 
range on its literary side, which has decayed 
during the last two centuries into dialect 
forms, is now to be revived into a modern 
national language, there is every likelihood 
that it will be found to have lost the spon- 
taneous power which is the essence of a living 
tongue. 

Further, the attempted revival is in opposi- 
tion to the general linguistic tendency of our 
age. We are, undoubtedly, making towards 
cosmopolitanism in speech as in other. matters. 
Are we wise in handicapping our national 
progress by trying to swim against the tide? 
The lesser languages are losing ground every- 
where, atid the tendency of increasing world- 
intercourse is to develop a few of the most 
widely spoken Janguages into world-tongues. 
Granted there is also visible a reaction 
towards nationality in the smaller nations, 
which were finding themselves quietly under- 
going a process of submergence, and are 
determined if possible to preserve. their in- 
dividuality ; but commerce and world-politics 
and: international sport, the aeroplane and 
wireless and the cigematograph; the tourist 
and the conference and the Churches, will 
be too much for them in the end. The world 
is moving inevitably towards assimilation 
and co-operation. 

Even if we are right in our present national 
self-assertiveness, it is doubtful if the general 
compulsion of Irish-speaking is a necessary 
ccnsequence of this attitude. Language is an 
aid to national consciousness, but it is not 
| essential to its achievement. All: the world 
now admits the Irish to be a distinct race. 
The Gael has not, indeed, proved strong 
enough to. assimilate the English: and Scots 
settlers; but in process oí time a fusion of 
the best elements of the three races was 
undoubtedly taking place, and the resultant 
Irishman has tended to show qualities superior 
to, perhaps, and certainly distinct from, each 
of his original strains. No one denies the 
nationality of the United States, and no one 
would deny the nationality of a united Ire- 
land ; and we never can have a united. Ireland 
if one of the bases of unity is to be lan- 
guage. We all have hopes of the day when 
mutual admiration and community of interests 
and geographical sanity will reunite the Free 
State and Northern Ireland. Why should we 
place gratuitous obstacles in the way? Our 
most ardent politicians admit that Ulster can- 
not be won by force. If ever she can be 
induced to join her fortunes to ours, compul- 
sory Irish will have to go. Why not now, 
before years of wasted effort? Why should 
we not remove one obstacle to reunion et 
once ? 


THE CURSE OF BABEL. 


Nor, further, is there anything to be 
particularly proud of in the mere fact otf 
using a national language? To have a 
language has a historical and racial value. 
‘It served its purpose before, by the Treaty, 
lrish nationality was admitted, and, as a con- 
sequence of this, Ireland was enrolled as an 
equal member of the League of Nations. To 
use a distinct language is not exclusively a 
property of great nations; it is a distinction 
shared by aboriginal tribes. It is part of the 
curse of Babel. It discourages intercourse 


shut us off from the stream of progress which 
is now flowing rapidly. There would be 
much more reasop for pride if a large body 
of our citizens were proficient in. foreign 
languages or imbued with classical culture. 
Why should we shrihk into ourselves in 
self-conscious isolation when the world is 
awaiting the contribution of our'race? The 
late Minister of Education refused to 
‘‘ educate for export.’’ At first. sight his 
argument is plausible. The country naturally 
expects an early return for the money whic 
it. is expending on. education, and fairly 
claims that home needs should have first con- 
sideration; but home needs can be amply 
satisfied without putting an insuperable 
obstacle in the way of the adventurous or dis- 
contented or needy.. The number -of these 
oúght, of course, to diminish greatly when 
the Free State '' gets going, . but it is always 
likely to remain considerable. It is not gene- 
rally recognised “how great a colonising race 
the Irish are, because they have gone out-into 
the world non suis auspicibus; but now that 
‘we have a recognised entity, and are not 
merged in the United Kingdom, it may well 
be that a good Irishman will prove to be 
‘one of our best exports. . All the great, nations 
—the Greeks, the Romans, the Teutons, the 
‘Spaniards, the English—spread -their people 
‘and their influence as widely and. as freely 
‘as their resources permitted. Irishmen abroad 
‘de not lose. their love of Ireland. They 
increase our prestige, and bring us influence 
and trade and good-feeling in other lands. 
Their prosperity and success abroad will cause a 
similar reaction at home... In a,small and 
‘comparatively poor State the relief of emi- 
‘gration is an asset, particularly when the 
facilities and opportunities within the British 
‘Commonwealth are- so great. . Tí the alter- 
‘native be that of “eeping a very large popula- 
tion at home by ‘industrialising one of the 
‘finest agricultural ‘cou | 
change, even if practicable, would:not’ be for 
‘eur moral or_intellectual or spiritual benefit, 
|" To come to. more practical considerations. 
Can we afford the tens of thousands of 
pounds a year which we are speriding*on this 
effort? Democritus, in one of -his, pregnant 
phrases, tells us that '' education.1s an adorn- 
ment to the wealthy, but a resource to the 
poor.” Unfortunately, we are at present a 
poor country, with a languishing trade. Our 
best teachers.are being tempted to leave us, 
our nation is semi-educated, our competitors 
are outstripping us by more scientific 
methods, our young people are’ becoming 
ineligible for employment elsewhere.

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EXPECTED “RECORD” 
TOURIST SEASON. 


MANY COUNTRIES. 


——— 
IMPROVED HOTEL 
“ “CONDITIONS. 


The number of tourists who are expected 
to visit Ireland, North and South, during 
th», coming summer and autumn is antici- 
pated to be larger thea for a great many 
years. Although the year is yet young. 
ingurries are coming in not alone from 
Great Britain, but from. countries on the 
Continent, the United States, and even 
from far away China. 

The Irish Tourist Association, which is 
doing much to revive interest abroad in 
Lreland .as.a tourist resort, will have its 
annual meeting in Dublin next month, 
and at the same time the Irish hotel pro- 
prietors will hold an interesting exhibition 
of hotel equipment, and will also give 
demonstrations of hotel cookery. 


INTEREST REVIVED. 
SUCCESSFUL PROPAGANDA. 


The Irish Tourist Association, with its 
thousand members and more, have . been 
working strenuously to popularise Ireland as 
a holiday résort; to restore the country to 
the caasger it held before the Great War— 
a place where life was easy and pleasant, 
with a genial people, whose hospitality was 
seldom met with elsewhere. That was the 
Ireland of a decade ago; some of its attrac- 
tions have _ persisted throughout the 
iipheaval; sport of all kinds, hunting, fish- 
ing and shooting are in every county for 
all who want to ‘pursue them. 

If one may judge from the numerous in- 
quiries receive? from abroad—from the 
United States, England, Scotland and Wales 
and other countries, including China and 
S*-gapore—the efforts of those who would 
make the country again popular as a pleasure 
place are meeting with great success. It is 
now only March, but already the number of 
inquiries from all over the world are easily 
double those received during the whole of last 
year. Railway and shipping companies have 
taken a large part in the work of propa- 
ganda, and are competing with each other in 
offering to visitors the opportunity’ of 
** Seeing Ireland First.” at reasonable fares 
and in comfortable conditions. Nor have 
the people themselves been slow to realise 
the potentialities of the ‘‘ tourist industry.” 
The Local Government Act of 1925 made it 
permissible for local bodies to levy a small 
rate for the purpose of ‘‘letting the world 
know ” (though the Act did not put it ‘n 


this language) of their attractions. So far 
the various Councils have voted sums 


amounting to £8,000, and this total is likely 
to be considerably augmented during the next 
few months. 


TWO CONFERENCES. 


On April 13 next the Irish Tourist Associa- 
tion will hold its annual general meeting in 
Dublin, at which delegates from every county 
and town in the Free State will be present. 
There are a number of items on the agenda 
of the meeting, but the note in all is 
** Service for the Tourist.’’ The desire is 
first and all the time to make the Free 
State a “home from home,” where visitors 
from abroad will really feel' that they are 


by their own firesides, with a thousand 
attractions not to be found in their 
own homelands. Irish hotel “proprietors 


will hold a conference on the afternoon of 
the same day. In conjunction with this 
conference there will be an exhibition of 
hotel equipment in the old Cramer, Wood and 
Co. premises, Westmoreland street, Dublin, 
which have been lent for the occasion. Ex- 
hibitors are to be given free space for the 
display of their wares; model bedrooms, 
sittingrooms, bathrooms will be on view. 
There wili also be demonstrations of hotel 
cookery; the benefits of standardisation of 
equipment, electrical installations, refrigera- 
tion, heat and lighting and the many other 
services which make for the comfort of hotel 
Visitors. 

Here it may be mentioned that Irish hotel. 
keepers are realising their responsibilities to 
visitors from abroad. Six months ago in 
Dublin a conference of some two hundred 
delegates from all over the country was held, 
at which the needs of visitors were carefully 
considered. There is reason to believe that 
as a result of the heart-to-heart talks at 
that meeting Irish hotel-keepers are arriving 
at the conclusion that hotel life in the Free 
State, particularly in the provincial towns 
and pleasure resorts, must be improved, and 
there are also tangibie signs that hotel con- 
ditions have actually improved; progress is 
necessarily slow after a world war and a 
civil. revolution, but there is certainly a 
marked improvement. 


RAIL AND STEAMBOAT COMPANIES. 


The two big British railway companies 
which ply between England and Jreland—the 
London, Midland and Scottish Railway Com- 
pany, and the Great Western Railway Com- 
pany—as well as the British and Irish Steam 
Packet. Company, are doing their share in 
attracting visitors and guaranteeing to them 
at least comfortable crossing conditions. 

“The work that is being done by these 
companies,’’ said Mr. John O’Brien, Secretary 
of the Irish Tourists’ Association, yesterday, 
“would be sufficient to make this a boom 
year in the tourist industry.” 

The Great Southern -Railways (‘Ireland), 
too, have been paving the way for an influx 
of visitors, and preparing to carry them to 
Ireland’s beauty spots comfortably. The 
districts served by the system, and it covers 
most of the places which must be seen to 
be appreciated are being illustrated in a 
series of artistically-produced booklets and 
a number of multi-coloured posters which will 
be displayed at most of the British and Irish 
railway stations next week.

Some _ perturbation was 
caused in official circles recently when it was 
discreetly made known - that the United 
States has already advanced to Germany in 
the form of private loans £200,000,000, and 
when the suggestion was made that the 
safety of this huge investment demanded a 
continued flow of credit in the same direction. 
New German loans make their appearance on 
the American market almost weekly, and 
the competitive eagerness with which Ameri- 
can bankers receive these offerings is both 
typical of conditions here and a cause of 
anxiety. 

The interest of the American investor in 
Germany's industrial recovery is tremendons, 
and if ultimately the only source from which 
payments to the United States in respect of 
Allied debts are to come is proved to be 
(German reparation payments, and German 
mdustry is to divert from taxation an undue 
share of what would otherwise appear as 
profits, the American investor would begin 
seriously to question the wisdom of his 
Government x policy.

THE ALLEGIANCE OF BORDER 
TRIBES. 


In an editorial article upon the position 
in Morocco, where the coat: of the 
normal season for operations is approaching, 
The Times observes :—The struggle is not, 
indeed, over, When several of the border 
tribes began to negotiate and to return to 
French allegiance at the beginning of the 
hangry months, it was easy to foresee and 
to foretell that their fidelity could not be 
altogether trusted. ‘the French were unable 
to occupy some of these tribal - territories 
with regular troops.. It might very, well suit 
their convenience and the policy of the Rifi 
chief that they . should draw food 
from the French as “loyals” while 
supplies were scarce and rebel again 
with the spring. They would be exposed 
to Moorish’ chastisement if’ they did not 
regain Abd El Krim, and one single example 
of its successful infliction would go a long 
“ to shake the fresh allegiance oí other 
tribes who had gone over to the French. 
Effective protection was, and is, the first 
consideration of that allegiance. If the French 
cannot, and do not, afford it, the tribesmen, 
trembling for their families and their posses- 
sions, cannot be expected to stand firm. 

This forecast seems to have been, to some 
extent, fulfilled. The Rifi forces have again 
penetrated behind the French lines in some 
places, and certain tribes, which had .lately 
submitted, are wavering under the menace of 
reprisals. Our Moroccan Correspondent, while 
bearing witness to the security and calm of 
the Protectorate as a whole, states that the 
optimism expressed in Paris and Madrid is 
not shared in Morocco.

£25,000 A YEAR 
"LEGACY, 


YACHTMAN’S FORTUNE FOR 
BRITISH HONDURAS. 


A legacy, unique in character, and re- 
markable in amount, has been bequeathed 
to the Central American Colony of British 
Henduras, which affords great scope for 
development. 

According to an intimation received 
yesterday by Mr. Algernon Aspinall, 
Secretary of the West India Committee, a 
legacy estimated at £25,000 a year, has 
been bequeathed to British Honduras by 
Henry Edward Ernest Victor, fourth 
Baron Bliss, formerly of Brandon Park, 
Suffolk, and Quarry Court, Marlow, who 
died aboard his vacht, the Sea King, at 
Belize, the capital of British Honduras 
on March 9. 

Baron Bliss, who was 57 years of age, 
was a well-known yachtsman, a member of 
the Royal Yacht Squadron, Cowes, and in 
recent vears has spent much time in cruising 
in the Caribbean Sea, his permanent addres¢ 
being given as Nessau, the capital of the 
‘Bahamas. 

According to the ‘nformation received by 
Mr. Aspinall, Baron Bliss has bequeathed to 
British Honduras a fortune estimated locally 
at £25,000 a year. The Governor, the 
Colonial Secretary, and the Attorney-General 
of that Colony are: appointed. trustees and 
executors, with full power as regards the 
use of the money.

BANTRY BAY’S FUTURE. 


NEW AIR PORT LIKELY TO 
AFFECT QUEENSTOWN. 
(By Our SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 

The outstanding feature of the new 
proposals of Sir Sefton Brancker, as briefly 
outlined by him in New York last Saturday, 
is that it will make Ireland an aerial link 
between the New World.and the Old. 

For the moment his niost important plan 
is that intended to speed up the mail service 
between the United States and England. His | 
vision of an aerodrome and landing stage in 
Galway for the purpose of oceanic air travel 
is stil sceal | in the mists of the future, 
and cannot be contemplated for many years 
to come, until scientific knowledge in the 
matter of long-distance flights by aeroplane 
has broadened considerably. 

His plan for taking off American mails for 
England at Bantry Bay and then transferring 
them by air to London, rests on a more 
concrete basis, and its accomplishment seems 
to be only a matter of negotiation. 

As was stated in the /rish Times yester- 
day, such a service would save over twenty-four 
hours in the delivery of urgent American 
business mail.in London. American business 
men, who may wish to reach London with 
the least possible delay, could also u..lise this 
service, while on the return journey thev 
would have one day longer in London than 
under the present conditions. 

Bantry Bay, if not the nearest point of 
¢ontact, is probably, for the big ocean-going 
liners, the most suitable. It is a Treaty port, 
and a base for the British Navy, and. its 
size and depth would, without crowding, 
accommodate the whole of the British Fleet, 
for it is 25 miles long and 3 to 5 miles wide. 

It would be possible for a big ocean-going 
liner to go up the bay to within at least five 
miles of the town of Bantry itself; but more 
likely a tender would meet ‘the liner at the 
mouth of the bay, and effect the transfer of 
the mails and passengers for shipment by 
air to London. 

The provision of an aerodrome in the 
neighbourhood of Fishguard would allow 
mails for Liverpool, Manchester and Birming- 
ham to be landed and sent by rail or aero- 
plane to their destination. . 

This would mean the saving of more than 
twenty-four hours in the delivery. 

The question ig What would Queen- 
town’s position be in the event of such a 
service as has been outlined? As a port of 
call for the American liners she would be 
| immediately affected.

SIR AUSTEN CHAMBERLAIN'S

Sir Austen Chamberlain, answering ques- 
tions in the House of Commons yesterday, 
said that it appeared that the Russians in 
Canton, together with certain Chinese Com- 
munists, plotted to expel from the city 
Genera! Chiang Kaishek, who was in com- 
mand of the troops there. The General 
thereupon took counter measures, arresting 
the strike leaders and some of the Russians 
and Communists.

But 
the situation had not yet been cleared up. 

The latest report from the Acting Com- 
mercial Counsellor at Shanghai (dated 
January lst, 1926), on the trade situation in 
China, stated that, so far as Northern and 
Central China were concerned, and with the 
exception of certain well-defined locdlities, 
the boycott had practically ceased to exist.

In declaring the showrooms and inquiry 
bureau open, the Lord Mayor expressed the 
hope that the ratepayers would avail them- 
selves of the opportunity of seeing what could 
be done by means of electricity, not only in 
industries, but in the home and the _ office. 
He was much impressed, he added, by the 
magnitude and efficiency of the whole system.

DEMONSTRATOR’S DEATH IN 
THE STREET. 
PAIS, Monday, 

The accidental death of Maurice Ridart, 
who was one of yesterday’s demonstrators, 
has caused considerable indignation in Con- 
servative and Catholic circles, which strongly 
supported the two defeated candidates in yes- 
terday’s by-election, 

M. Ridart was a member of the “ Young 
Patriots’ League,” a Catholic organisation, 
which dims at grouping together the youth 
of the country in a patriotic attempt to stem 
the rising tide of Communism. Yesterday 
evening a number of young men belonging to 
this body were parading the streets, headed 
by the tri-colour flag, and singing ‘‘ The 
Marseillaise,’’ when they came into collisian 
with a police barrage. 

It is alleged that a policeman broke the 
flagstaff across his knee, while the National 
emblem was trampel upon in the ensuing 
scuffle. 

M. Maurice Ridart was walking side by side 
with his brother, Adrien, and the two were 
momentarily separated, when Adrien, accord- 
ing to his own account of the affair, heard 
Maurice exclaim that the police had struck 
him. He was carried to a café, where he 


collapsed, and he died in a taxicab on the way 
home 


The Public Prosecutor has opened an in- 
quiry into the affair, charging a “ person un- 
known ' with manslaughter; while M. Tait- 
ing, a deputy, and President of the '' Young 
Patriots’ ue,” has tabled a: demand for 
an interpellation regarding the incident.— 
(Reuter. )

+ «PROPOSED AMENDMENTS. 

To understand the nature cf the amend- 
‘ments’ pro it “is necessary to study the 
whole of the ie ere of the 1924 Att, 

inning with. the followi ragraph :— 
b ais person who on órd ae of April, 1924, 
was for a period of less than five years an 
officer or servant of any amalgamating. com- 
pany or absorbed company, and who shall not, 
ie to the igamation or absorption. .. 
ave voluntarily retired or been removed from 
the service of any such . . . company by 
reason of misconduct or incapacity and who 
does not become an officer or servant of the 
amalgamated company, shall be entitled to a 
gratuity calculated on the basis of one-sixth 
of the amount of his annual salary and emolu- 
ments for every completed year of Mis 
service.’ 

"The second clause of the new measure. de- 
clares that every officer and servant of the 
amalgamated company, who “if he had not 
become such officer or servant’’ would have 
been untitled to a gratuity under the para- 
graph above quoted shall, if his services are 
dispensed with within seven years after the 

assing of the principal Act and whether be- 
ore or after the passing of the new measure, 
be entitled’ to a similar gratuity, provided, 
however, that his disemployment is “on 
account of his services having become -un- 
necessary in consequence of changes. of 
administration due directly and solely to the 
atnalgamation and absorption of companies,’ 
and not “ caused or contributed to by decrease 
of traffic, reduction of; renewal. or main- 
tenance work,. introduction of improved 
methods of working (other than. methods 
which would not have been feasible for the 
amalgamating or absorbed company), or other 
economic cause... .” 

In reckoning service, account will not: be 
taken of any period of service as a trade 
apprentice with an amalgamating. or 
absorbed company. The annual salary and 
emoluments of the disemployed officer or 
servant will be calculated at the rate of which 
he is in receipt immediately before his services 
are dispensed with. 


NEW RULES. 

The’ third schedule of the principal Act is 
to be amended in several particulars. The 
paragraph relating to the payment of lump 
sums in compensation for loss suffered by 
reason of transfers ‘* without consent’’ 1s to 
be déleted, while the following new rules 
for the determination of compensation are 
inserted :— 

“Every existing officer or servant. who 
under paragraph (2) of this schedule relin- 
quishes his office qr situation within seven 
years after the pagsing of the principal Act 
and every existing oflicer or servant whose 
office or situation 1s abolished or his services 
dispensed with under the said paragraph (2) 
within such seven years, solely om account “f 
his office, situation, or services having become 
unnecessary im consequence of changes ct 
administration due directly and solely to the 
amalgamation and absorption of companies 
effected by or under the principa! Act and 
not caused or contributed to by decrease “Í 
traffic, reduction of renewal or maintenance 
work, introduction of improved methods cf 
working (other than methods which would not 
have been feasible for the amalgamating cr 
ebsorbed company by which the officer cr 
servant was formerly employed) or other 
economic cause, or whose remuneration or 
emoluments are reduced within such seven 
years on the ground that his duties have been 
diminished. in consequence of such changes 
of administration as aforesaid or who other- 
wise sufters within such seven years any 
direct pecuniary loss by reason of such 
changes of administration as aforesaid (1n- 
cluding any loss of prospective superannua- 
tion or other retiring or death allowances and 
allowances to his widow or orphan children 
whether obtaining legally or by customary 
practice of the amalgamating or absorbed 
company) shall be entitled to be paid com- 
pensaiion by the amalgamated company, the 
amount of such compensation to be determined 
and paid by the amalgamated company 
(subject to appeal as hereinafter provided) 
in accordance with the following rules, that is 
to say— 

“ (aa) in the case of an existing officer or 
servant. who relinquishes his office or 
situation or, whose office or situation ) 
abolished whose services are dis- 
pensed witl#as aforesaid ihe compensa- 
tion shall be an annual allowance to 
be paid to him during his life; 

(ab) in any other case the compensation 
shall be either a lump sum or an annual 
allowance as the amalgamated company 
shall (subject to appeal as hereinafter 
provided) decide.”’ 

FIXING OF COMPENSATION. 

For certain other parts of the schedule 
which will be deleted the following are to be 
substituted :— 

“Where the compensation payable to an 
existing officer or servant is an annual al- 
lowance, such annual allowance shall not in 
any case exceed two-thirds of his remunera- 
tion and emoluments, and subject to that 
over-riding limitation, shall not exceed an 
annual sum calculated at the rate of one- 
sixtieth of his remuneration and emoluments 
for every completed year of his service with 
the amalgamated company or any amalga- 
mating or absorbed company, with an addi- 
tion thereto based on the number of com- 
pleted years of his service. ‘we 

“In fixing the amount and nature of com- 
pensation all the circumstances of the case 
shall be taken into consideration, and: in 
particular due consideration shall be given to 
any such loss of prospective superannuation 
or other retiring or death allowance, as afore- 
said, and also where the compensation is an 
annual allowance, and the officer or servant 
is entitled to benefits by way of superan- 
nuation, payable out of any contributory 
superannuation or benefit fund to which an 
amalgamating company or absorbed or amal- 
gamated company contributed or contributes, 
such annual allowance shall be the difference 
between the amount of the annual allowance 
which would be payable if the officer or ser- 
vant was not entitled to any such benefits 
and the annual amount or annual va!e of 
such benefits.”’ 

REHEARING COMPENSATION CLAIMS. 

The last clause of the new bill provides 
for the re-hearing of compensation claims. 
“In every case in which com>vensation has 
before the passing of this Act been fixed by 
the arbitrator or board of arbitrators ynder 
the third schedule of the principal Act] the 
amalgamated company and the person to 
whom the compensation was so awarded, or 
either of them, may at any time within six 
months after the passing of this Act require 
such arbitrator or board of arbitrators to 
re-hear the case. . . . The decision of the 
arbitrator or board of arbitrators on a re- 
hearing shall operate as a revocation of the 
previous decision of the arbitrator . . . and 
shall have effect as from... the date on and 
from which such previous decision had 
effect.”

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WORLD CONGRESS IN 
PARIS.

PARIS, Monday. 

The “ Russian World Congress’’ meets on 
April 4th in Paris. Its object is to draw up a 
programme for National Russia and to unite 
all Russians who wish to liberate their 
country from the Third International, under 
the leadership of well-known Muscovite 
chieftains. More than five hundred delegates 
will participate, and it is-expected that the 
Grand Duke Nicholas will be 
“ National Chief.”’ 

The most important development is ex- 
pected to be the pronouncement by the Con- 
gress that its policy does not contemplate the 
restoration of the Monarchy. The programme 
provides that the Congress shall not commit 
itself to the form of the future Russian 
Government, whether on Republican or 
Menshevik lines, but specifically provides that 
no attempt shall be made to re-instal any of 
the Romanoffs as Tsar. The Grand Duke 
Nicholas, when proclaimed ‘ National Chief.” 
will be required to take an oath that he will 
not attempt to become Tsar. 

Another pronouncement will be that of a 
pledge of no restoration of property to former 
owners, thereby conserving the division of 
land among the peasants. "The Congress will 
pledge itself not to resort to ‘‘ vengeance or 
punishment for evils perpetrated during the 
troubled epoc, and which were chiefly im- 
putable to the influence of Bolshevik agita- 
tors."" This indicates an amnesty for all 
members of the Bolshevik party, except a 
few ringleaders and the Cheka lieutenants, 
whose atrocities are unpardonable in the eyes 
of white Russians. ; 

The Congress will also pledge itself not to 
attempt to reform the old Russian Enipire, 
but to respect the autonomy independence of 
ba. various States now comprising the Soviet 

nion, 

Professor Strouve, the former Socialist and 
leader of the Left Party in the Duma, will 
open the Congress with a speech embodying 
the above pledges and policies, which will be 
immediately put to a vote.

RUMANIAN POLITICS. 


A CHAOTIC SITUATION. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE.

BUCHAREST, Monday. 

The resignation of the Bratiano Cabinet 
has left the Rumanian situation in consider- 
able chaos. According to the Rumanian 
Constitution new elections must take place 
next month. Otherwise, it is possible t +t 
M. Bratiano, the one war Premier who sur- 
vived all his colleagues politically, would 
continue in power. Even the present change 
may be nominal, for General Averescu, 
Leader of the Popular Party, ii appointed, 
would be a mere Bratianc dummy, is the 
general opinion. 

The largest party is the Peasant Party, with 
Agrarian and Communistic tendencies, and 
it is unlikely that leaders of this party 
will be called on by the King to form: a 
Government. Predictions point toward a 
Nationalistic bloc, with M. Julius Maniu as 
Premier. Should he come into power, the 
Rumanian policy towards foreign enterprise 
and capital would undoubtedly change. 

The Bratiano interests control practically 
the entire Rumanian banking power, and the 
Government thought that it could afford to 
oust foreigners from the exploitation of 
Rumanian natural resources in. the most 
brusque manner. Nationalists, being poorer, 
probably would be friendly to imported 
money. 


AFGHANS APPEASED. 


SOVIET TROOPS EVACUATE 
DARKAD.

PESHAWAR, Monday. 
Afghan newspaper reports state that the 
evacuation’ by Soviet troops of the island 
formed by the two branches of the River 
Oxus, round Darkad, in Balakshan, and its 
occupation by Afghan troops happened in a 
manner ‘‘which gives pleasure to all 
patriots.” 
One evening the Russian Commander in- 
formed the local Afghan military officer that 


in pursuance of an urgent order from Moscow 


he would evacuate Darkad the next day. ‘he 
Russians having already removed their im- 
pediments, the Afghan troops made them 
their guests for the night. The Afghans 
marched into Darkad on the following day, 
and were received by the Russians with 
military honours, which were returned. The 
Russians then crossed the Oxus and went to 
Farkhar. i 

The Kabul newspaper, Amani A/ghan, 
says:—It is to be hoped, as the evacuation 
has been accomplished in a manner which 
Satisfies the hearts of Afghans, that the 
negotiations of the special Soviet-Afghan 
Commission, which has been formed to in- 
vestigate the dispute as to ownership of the 
island, will also end happily, and that the 
good relations between bul and Moscow 
will continue to improve.

ELECTRICITY BILL. 

An attempt to secure a 2 Sao of the 
secend reading of the vernment’s Elec- 
tricity Bill was made by Mr. Dennis Herbert, 
one of the Conservative objectors to the bill, 
on the ground of non-compliance with the 
Standing Orders, was brushed aside by the 
Speaker, and Colonel Ashley, who was in 
charge of the measure, proceeded at consider- 
able length to outline its objects. It could 
not be said that the Minister electrified the 
House. by his speech. He was rather too 
reminiscent as to the past, rather too dis- 
cursive in regard to the bright future which 
he anticipated as a result of the bill; and 
had rather too little to say of the actual de- 
tails of the measure itself. Still, as the pro- 
visions of the bill have already been published 
that did not, perhaps, matter. 

We were, as a country, said Colonel Ashley, 
rather too conservative in some of our ideas. 
This was certainly the case in regard to elec- 
tricity for lighting, heating and power pur- 
poses. We were behind Continental 
nations in this respect; and he 
made a calculation which showed that only 
one-third of Great Britain was reasonably 
supplied with electricity. As it was only a 
quarter of the total of electrical undertak- 
ings in the country were working on full 
capacity at any one time. The object of the 
bill was tó change all this; and to bring 
home the advantages of electricity to every 
dwelling and industrial undertaking. 

| THE ANNUAL SAVING. 

A universal use of electrical energy would 
save the country something like £44,000,000 
a year, and it was not difficult to imagine 
what an inpulse that would give to trade. 
He proceeded to quote the shining example 
of the Southern Railway not so long ago, one 
of the most execrated lines in the kingdom— 
as evidence of what electricity could achieve, 
following this up by a recital of the many 
uses to which electricity could be put, not 
forgetting the rearing of poultry and the 
milking of cows. 

Dealing with the opposition which had 
been foreshadowed from the Conservative 
side of the House, he said that it was, so 
far as he could ascertain, based on the mis- 
taken idea that the bill proposed to transfer 
all electrical undertakings from private cor- 
porations to public ownership. That idea 
was a very old ’chaser, which invariably came 
to grief at the first or second fence, and 
really savovred of rid-Victorian days. The 
best refutation of such an idea was the fact 
that wherever nationalisation had been tried 
it had ‘been scrapped in favour of private 
enterprise. The State did rot propose to 
manage the business, but to consolidate and 
remove what had been found by experience 
to be hampering restrictions: 

THE OPPOSITION. si 

The Labour — arty were not in doubt as to 
what they wanted. Nothing but public 
ownership, said Mr. W. Graham in moving 
the amendment placed on the paper by the 
official opposition, would satisfy them. 
This was an indispensable public service, and 
the only solution of the problem lay in 
nationalisation. He indicated that the Labour 
Party had in mind a bill much more compre- 
hensive, much simpler, and much more likely 
to achieve the results aimed at than the half- 
and-half measure which they were asked to 
approve. He very much doubted whether 
there were details of the bill not open to 
improvement. He realised the difficulties of 
the Government, seeing that it was a Govern- 
ment of individualists, but the interests of 
eccrcemy and simplicity deserved the first 
consideratio1. F°om whatever aspect they 
view it, this bill was rotten from top to 
bottom. 

The first of the Conservative malcontents 
to speak was Mr. Dennis Herbert. He based 
his objection to the bill on the ground that 
it was calculated to bring about the 
nationalisation of the industry. Hé admitted 
that it was very interesting to learn from 
the Minister of Transport the many uses to 
which electricity could be put—it was a 
pleasant tea party sort of talk—but he and 
others acting with him were by no means 
satisfied that the bill would work as it was 
intended to work. 

He was quite ready to agree that some 
legisitaion was desirable, but not this sort 
of dangerous legislation, which was on the 
high road to Socialism. The scheme was 
impractical, and if it failed, as he thought it 
was bound to do, it would throw back the 
electrical industry for a quarter of a century 
or more. If, however, the Government were 
determined to go on with the bill, he sug-

| gested that it should be referred to a Com- 


mittee which would have power to hear the 
views of the parties concerned and to take 
evidence 

A rather remarkable feature of the debate 
that followed was that members who sup- 
ported the bill seemed quite content to let 
the objectors have it all their own way— 
that is, so far as the talk was concerned. 
For one speaker who expressed an opinion 
favourable to the bill, there were at least 
half a dozen who voiced their disapproval. 

Ministerialists who on this issue differed 
from the Government, perhaps, felt it. in- 
cumbent upon them to ao ecg their position, 
but few were so outspoken as Sir Charles 
Wilson, one of the Leeds members, who 
amused the House by a reference to ' ,.¢ 
mailed fist behind the smooth tones of the 
Minister of Transport.” The bill, in his 
opinion, was the worst kind of Socialism, and 
out-Heroded Herod. ‘‘ If this bill,” he said, 
‘‘is forced down our unwilling throats, it 
will be a very bad thing for the prosperity of 
the Conservative Party." 

There was further criticism from the Libe- 
ral benches, Mr, Percy Harris describing the 
bill as:‘‘ a bastard child of a Socialist father 
and an individualist mother.”

WASTE OF TIME. 

It would be amusing, if it were not tragic, 
this spectacle of the brightest and worst 
educated children in Europe idling long holi- 
days away while their teachers strive in- 
tensively in summer courses to learn endugh 
to teach them a subject which will be of no 
practical value whatever except the fictitious 
value that has been created for it by its 
enforcement for Civil Service examinations. 

What can Irish do for them? It can divert 
a talent for literature into a by-way where 
it will only be read by the few, instead of 
being given to the world in the language of 
Burke and Goldsmith, Yeats and Synge. It 
can, perhaps, foster their patriotism—but 
there are other ways of doing this. it can 
oe them an always valuable training in 
inguistic discipline, but not so well as other 
engages which are more stabilised by long 
hilological research. It can give them the 
ey to a literature which has evoked admira- 
tion and euthusiasm. but which can scarcely be 
goes in ils range and variety to that of 
English, French, German, Italian, Latin or 
3reek. But can they approach through 
Gaelic a single scientific study or a single 
Emer: Can it give them material for 
istorical studies or literary criticism outside 
jts own limited range’ 
enough as it is: what Ireland needs is an 
educated world outlook, and not an intensify- 
ing of our already exaggerated self-conscious. 
ners. 

IRELAND AND EUROPE. 

What is happening meanwhile in our 
secondary schools’ Greek and German are 
vanishing, French is decaying: only Latin 
remains in vigorous life at most of these in 
which Lnsh is enforced. The average boy can 
learn at school the elements of two foreign 
languages, a few can negotiate them. if 
Irish is to be one of them, and Latin one, 
what of our intercourse with Europe? Are 
we likely under the new régime to attract 
strangers to Ireland for education as they 
came in the old days of the monastic schools, 
and to g@ome extent recently to Dublin for 
medicine and law, and to study our ev-opera- 
tive system in agriculture, which is the greatest 
practical gift of Ireland to modern society? 
Our legislators, perhaps, realise that to make 
instruction in Jrish a sme gua non of the 
school curriculum is not enough to secure a 
young generation of Irish speakers; for even 
the best classwork and grammatical teaching 
fail to produce fluent speaking of a foreign 
language, unless supplemented by residence 
abroad; and so they propose to endeavour 
ultimately to -have all subjects taught 
through the medium of) Irish. Where are 
the text-books? Where are the scholars’ 
Where is the technical terminology’ Who 
will translate Hall and Knight’s ‘ Higher 
Algebra,’* or Liddell and Scott? What of 
all the excellent introductions to various sub- 
Jects, text-books of literary criticism, manuals 
of the sciences, historical studies, grammars, 
lexicons, editions of classical authors, which 
are available in such excellence and profusion 
for the English student? Can their like be 
created for the student who must learn 
through Gaelic? If even a few could be 
translated, they would be out of date before 
the work was done, and would not bear the 
cost of publication. — 

It is possible, no doubt, to carry elemen- 
tary studies to a small degree of proficiency 
through the Trish language, but what is to 
happen even in the higher forms of secondary 
schools, much less the universities? If the 
foundation has been laid in lrish, how is the 
superstructiire of even matriculation 
standard in other subjects to be raised 
in English? A totally new technical 
equipment of elementary terms and pro- 
cesses will have té he acquired afresh 
It. is difficult to write with restraint about 
such, foolishness ; and 80, perhaps. it is better 
to turn to a few concluding Considerations. 

The advantages of bilingualism have been 
greatly over-estimated. It is hard to point to

mental suppleness. What. for example, does

It might be retorted 
that we headmasters make, for example, Eng- 
lish composition or arithmetic compulsory, 
but the subjects so treated are of admitted 
value as essential elements of education. The 
parents want them; it is a matter of general 
agreement. In the case of subjects of less 
generally accepted value, as taught in schools, 
such as science or Greek or drawing, we leave 
them as optional. No headmaster ought to 
be compelled, or to submit, to make a subject 
compulsory against the wishes of the parents, 
and against what he believes to be of 
educational value to his pupils. Still less 
should he be compelled to do so when the 
subject is being enforced partly for political 
reasons, and was at first unblushingly 
justified on political grounds. 

Our request is simply that compulsion by 
the State may cease. Voluntary effort will 
be far the keener for its absence. The study 
of Irish can be encouraged in a hundred ways 
at a tenth of the cost. A small part of the 
direct saving would provide pensions for 
many unfortunate secondary teachers, the 
absence of which, in spite of the small initial 
cost, is an amazing injustice; the indirect 
saving would be incalculable. The language 
will surely find, as it has found, its 
advocates and enthusiasts under a voluntary 
system. In place of the growing resentment 
and discontent which at present add to its 
difficulties, the Government may remove one 
of the last accusations which can be made 
against its claims to impartiality, and achieve 
good-will, not only in the Free State, but 
also, to some degree, in the North. The 
provision suggested by the Dail's own Com- 
mission on Secondary Education is equitable 
to all parties :--"“ That in the case of schoois 
where a majority of the parents of the chil- 
dren object to have either Irish or English 
taught as an obligatory subject their wishes 
shall be complied with.”'

themselves of this cheap source of supply—a 
question on which the Committee has re- 
ceived no direct evidence. 

“The Committee desire ta point out that 
they make this recommendation as a provi- 
sional measure in order to save the tobacco 
industry from extinction. They are pre- 
cluded by the terms of reference from con- 
sidering any alternative methods of dealing 
with the matter. It has been strongly repre- 
sented to them that, in view of the restricted 
nature of the Irish market as compared with 
the almost unlimited market in Great 
Britain; in view of the Imperial preference 
of 2s, per lb. granted to Irish tobacco by the 
British Government, and in view of the 
suitability of Irish leaf for the manufacture 
of ‘shag’ , tobacco, a more economical 
method of developing the industry would be 
by imereasing the export allawance on home- 
grown tobacco, with State supervision of ex- 
port, if necessary. | 


THE RITISH MARKET. 

‘Other suggestions have been brought to 
the notice of the Committee that are not 
within the terms of reference. For that rea- 
son in making the above-mentioned recom- 
mendation for a remission of Excise duty, 
they would strongly urge that the present 
condition of tobacco growing should be in- 
vestigated by a Committee having wider 
terms of reference, who could enter into the 
whole question of developing the industry 
in relation to both the Irish and British 
markets.”’ 

It may be remembered that last week in 
the Dail the Chairman of the Committee, 
Mr. Osmond Esmonde, T:D., suggested to 
the Minister of Finance that he should con 
sider the report immediately in view of the 
imminence of the Budget, and ‘that the 
Minister replied that he would do so in con- 
sultation with the Minister of Agriculture, 
and immediately after that would bring the 
report before the Executive Council.

IMPORTED STONE, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—In your issue of last Saturday Mr. 
J. J. O’Looney comments on the suggestions 
made at a meeting of the Irish Quarry- 
owners’ Association, which was held on the 
19th inst. This meeting was called with the 
object of devising some means to induce 
architects, building contractors, the Board of 
Works, City Commissioners, and other in- 
terested parties to give a preference to Irish 
building-stone and marble as against imported 
material, There is at present a great deal of 
unemployment in connection with the quarry- 
ing; industry, and it is badly in need of a 
tonic. I, therefore, proposed a resolution. 
which was unanimously adopted at the meet- 
ing, calling for a tariff on all imported stone 
or marble, ranging from a 20 % ad valorem 
duty on rough blocks to a 75 % ad valorem 
on finished products, such as’ carved or 
polished marble, and that one-half of the 
revenue so produced should be devoted to the 
payment of a bounty on all Irish stone or 
marble exported, and the balance retained by 
the State. : 

I do not think any person will deny that 
we have quite a sufficient quantity of build- 
ing-stone available in this country for all 
practical purposes, and it is generally ad- 
mitted that the native granite, limestone and 
sandstone are more suitable for use in this 
climate than the soft Portland stone which 
we are now paying English workmen and 
transport companies to deliver in Dublin. 
The question of cost does not seem to be the 
deciding factor in the choice of stone, as the 
granite quarry-owners in South County Dublin 
and Wicklow are prepared to deliver their 
stone in the city at a price which will com- 
pare favourably with that of imported stone. 
If the proposed tariff and bounty scheme were 
adopted, it would ensure a larger use being 
made of our native building-stone and marble, 
giving increased employment in the quarrying, 
stone-cutting and marble-working industries, 
without givittg rise to any of the usual stock 
objections raised against a policy of protec 
tion, such as increasing the cost of living, 
etc. It would not even increase the cost of 
ordinary utility building schemes, as its effect 
would only be felt in work of a luxury type. 
For instance, if the builders of a palatial 
hotel or theatre in Dublin were unpatriotic 
enough to prefer Portland stone instead of 
Irish, they would have to pay 20 % extra for 
indulging in this fancy. The revenue would 
benefit, and the export of stone would benefit, 
by this amount, and no other inté@fest would 
be adversely affected. If the builders of a 
new church, who proposed to expend, say, 


£1,000 on marble decorations. decided to im- 


port finished work from Italy instead of em- 
loying Irish craftsmen, they would simply 
ron to reduce the quantity of marble used, 
but no person would be anything the worse; 
or if somebody wished to spend £100 on a 
monument to his grandfather, and preferred 
a headstone of polished granite from Aberdeen 
to one of Irish limestone, he would have to 
be satisfied with a stone of smaller size. 
Again no one. would be anything worse off, 


but the revenue and export trade would 
benefit. 

There is at present a good demand for 
Irish marble in America, even though it is 
handicapped by a very stiff import duty in 
that country, and a little encouragement by 
way of an export bounty ou this side would 
create a big development of the trade, giving 
increased employment and resulting in the 
rocks of this country being transmuted into 
American dollars, which, I suppose, are the 
next best thing to gold. I have very care- 
fully considered this question from all points 
of view, including Mr. O'Looney s advice to 
“hasten slowly, but have failed to discover 
any valid objection which could be used as a 
set-off against all the very apparent advan: 
tages to be gained by adopting this simple

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SECONDARY TEACHERS’ 
PENSIONS, 

TU THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—-There is no doubt that a solution, or 
at least some practical step towards a solu- 
tion, of the question of pensions for secondary 
teachers is long overdue from the Ministry of 
Education under the Free State. Up to the 
present successive Ministers seem to have con- 
tributed little except to the negative side of 
this all-important question. As the Minister 
for Education has admitted that the claims 
of the secondary teachers.in respect of super- 
annuation allowances are unquestionably 
justified, common-sense, if it prevails in the 
State, dictates the necessity and wisdom of 
meeting these claims at.once. The difficulty, 
if any exists, will surely be not overcome by 
shelving it; and, whilst nothing could be 
further from the minds of the teachers than 
the intention of introducing anything in the 
nature of hostility into the discussion, it is 
evident that further postponement will only 
foment trouble among the unfortunate 
teaches, already restive, if not. suspicious of 
the long-drawn-out delay in dealing with a 
matter that vitally affects their whole exist- 
ence. Let us, therefore, review the position 
dispassionately and with an honest view to 
the national progress and the national good. 

The State is contributing handsomely 
towards secondary education. To contribute 
towards education at all is a wasteful and 
misguided policy unless all steps are taken to 
ensure that the nation is getting full value 
for the money expended—in plain words, 
unless the best qualified and most efficient 
teachers are engaged on the best system of 
education devised or devisable. For the 
evolution and formulating of the educational 
schemes the Government holds itself absolutely 
responsible. The Government must hold itself 
equally responsible for the quality of the 
teachers engaged. This the Government does 
most effectively through the heads of schools, 
who see to it that none but highly efficient 
teachers are employed in the institutions 
under their charge. 

How can the Government evade its moral 
obligations in regard to the teachers’ living 
conditions? Can it reasonably, not to say 
wisely, hold that it has done its duty when it 
refuses to draft a scheme of pensiofis for men 
who are asked to devote their lives to the 
great and divine work of education? How 
does it expect that any young man will go to 
the trouble and expense of getting a university 
degree and higher diploma in education to 
fit himself for a profession that demands of 
him the utmost in energy, in application, in 
self-control, in sacrifice, during forty years of 
na labour, and holds out no prospect but 

opeless, unrelieved penury in his declining 
years! Primary teachers, police, law officers, 
civil servants, local administrative officers 
have pensions. Secondary teachers have not. 

The Ministry of Education, as an excuse for 
its failure in statesmanship, advances the 
argument that the pensions question is in 
some way or otHer dependent on the solution 
of another question—namely, that of tenure— 
and the authorities seem to regard the tenure 
problem as insoluble. The teachers rightly 
refuse to believe that these two questions are 
inseparably connected or that either or both 
questions are insoluble. They ask how it has 
heen possible to establish a workable pension 
scheme in other States in spite of similar 
difficulties connected with tenure. This diffi- 
culty of tenure is largely bogus—a subterfuge 
for indifference and inaction. There is 
no questioning the fact that the heads 
ef schools, and particularly the heads of 
the bigger colleges, are becoming more and 
more anxious to stabilise conditions of em- 
ployment on their staffs, and they have in 
many cases shown commendable zeal in work- 
ing towards that end. In most cases there 
is a written contract that guarantees security 
of tenure on much the same terms as obtain 
between the Ministry of Education and 
primary tachers.

THE BEST AGE TO BEGIN. se

abits of slacking on the court. Yet 
it is almost impossible children 
between the ages, aa of six and twelve 
to avoid this.

PLAY OTHER BALL GAMES. |

one another, by developing muscular activity 
and quickness of hand and eye. 
_I myself play golf and hockey in modera- 
tion, and I do not think there is any con- 
tradiction between that and preserving one’s 
form at lawn tennis. 
“ NOTHING IN EXCESS.” ó 
The fundamental principle that every young 
lawn tennis player should get hold of is 
the same that really governs all forms of 
activity, and is expressed in the Greek 


S rgeer wells phrase: “Nothing in excess.” 
( 


) not begin excessively voung. 

Do not cut yourself off from other forms of 
exercise. Do not imagine that vou are IT. 
Do not be dismayed by want of immediate | 
success. Do not believe that you can become 
first-class at lawn tennis and everything else 
at the same time. Attend to your game 
with strict application, bat don't neglect to 
train yourself in other suitable ways. 
LEARNING FROM PROFESSIONALS. 
Now, what about professional instruction in 
lawn tenuis? [sál necessary? Is it helpful? 
This is a ques that has come up in the 
last few years. Lawn tennis professionals 
have existed but for a short time. The t 
players of the past had ne prefessional in- 
struction. 

The question, however, is one, like so many 
cthers relating to lawn tennis, that cannot be 
answered absolutely. Generally, as I have 
pointed ont, what 1 may cal! the margin of 
relativity in such questions, resides in the 
player; there it is in the professor. 


GOLF AND LAWN TENNIS “ PROS.” 

I use the word '' professor ”’ intentionally, 
for there is a marked difference he- 
tween the professional in such games 
as golf and in lawn tennis. .In the 
former he is, or may be, constantly en- 
gaged in playing the game under conditions 
of match play; he thus arrives at the highest 
degree of perfection in the execution of the 
me. He is, in short, a professional player. 
n a match between the best professionals and 
the best amateurs at golf there is no doubt 
who would win. 

In lawn tennis the conditions are reversed. 
It is the amateur who is constantly engaged 
in match play; the professional seldom. The 
latter is an instructor, a professor. In a 
match like the '' Gentlemen and Players” of 
English cricket, the lawn tennis amateurs 
would win all along the line. 

This is not to say that the professors do 
not give very good instruction, but their in- 
evitable lack of playing under match condi- 
tions creates a danger that their instruction 
may become stereotyped. They lack the ex- 
perience of tactics, which is far more im- 
portant in lawn tennis than in golf and they 
tend to lose sight of the varidty of the 
game. You only have to watch first-rate 
amateurs for a few minutes to see the in- 
finite variety inherent in their play. Every 
player does everything differently from the 
others. — Consequently, no one system of 
instruction can bring out the best from every. 
young player. : 
PROFESSIONAL FORM STEREOTYPED. 
it follows that instruction from a lawn 
tennis professor may be extremely useful, if 
he has the genius to see the latent possibili- 
ties in the pupil, and has the large ideas 
needed to deveiop his individual strokes. On 
the other hand, if his idea is that everv 
Stroke in a certain category must be played 
in ptecisely the same way, the instruction he 
gives will cramp, instead of developing, in- 
dividual _ talent. Professional form is 
par excellence mechanical, and that is the 
danger for pupils. Broadly speaking, it 
may be said that professional instruction is 
good for the game in general, but not for 
players in particular. 

MY DEBT TO DARSONVAL. 

Very few great players are the direct pupils 
of professionals. I have, perhaps, played 
more with professionals than most others of 
the present day. and have profited greatly 
by practice with them. but never by receiv- 
ing direct advice. The better the professor 
is as a player the more useful practice with 
him will be. But he should have, tod, the 
mechanical talent of the true professional 
style, and many lawn. tennis professionals of 
repute are, in fact, better players than in- 
structcrs. Few, for instance, reach Darson- 
val’s degree of combining the excellence of a 
great instructor with the excellence of a great 
player, which he is. DarsOnval has often given 
me volleying practice for a considerable time 
or: end, returning the ball for me every time 


| t» volley, without.once volleying himself. 


PRACTICE WITH GOOD PLAYERS. 

What is the best form of practice is a 
question into which the personal equation 
enters largely. I find that the best way of 
preserving form i; to play in games only 
with first class players—that is, largely to 
restrict yourself in match play, against 
strong opponents, rather than to go in for 
miscellaneous tournament play where you 
may be drawn against ps0 of every 
description. and, apart from that, to practice 
with friends, professionals, and in solitude 
against a wall as much as possible. I 
practise regularly and find that I do not :n 
the least risk of staleness or overtraining by 
doing so. ; 
WALL PRACTICE. 

When not playing “1 a match, probably an 
hour a day of practice on te court and an 
hour against a wall is sufficient to keep you 
in form. I regard wall practice as of great 
importance since it enables you easily to 
concentrate on shots that at 
moment seem in need of strengthening. 

wo or three years ago devoted 
myself so much to this fom of 
practice that I almost entirely used up a wal; 
at home, wearing great holes in the brick, 
and [ still practice a great deal in a large 
garage. 

PRACTICE REGULARLY—AND OFTEN. 

Practice. as [ have said, is largély a matter 
of personal equation. Every player must find 
out for himself what kind, if it is best for him 
and how much suits him. Care must natu- 
rally be taken not to push practice to the 
point of fatigue and so to induce a state of 
physical over-training Personally, 1 have 
never reached this point. When I was 
younger I used sometimes to feel fatigued, 
hut I never do now. My hetief is that con- 
stant practice prevents fatigue, and that in 
the greater number of instances staleness at 
tennis is Jess the result of phvsical fatigue 
than of nervous causes, which mav them- 
selves very well be induced precisely by want 
of regular practice. rage 
_ The amount of practice required for each 
individual varies indefinitely. Both Borotra 
and Byagnon, for example, need very little 
preston. They are capable of producing their 
est form after not having touched a racket 
for four or five days. If I were to play in 
art sears I should not be able to touch 
a ball. 


TRAINING FOR TOURNAMENT PLAY, 
While actually playing in a tournament I 
take little other exercise than that obtained 
from actual play and practice. But, at other 
times. it is highly important for a lawn tennis 
player to keep in good training. Match play 
is so exacting that .it is essential for the 
whole body to he constantly in good trim. 
For this | find nothing so good as the regular 
practice of Swedish exercise, varied occa.

All athletes have their particular fancies in 
this respect, and again it must he insisted

PRACTISING BEFORE A MATCH. 

To revert for a moment to the question of 
ractice immediately before a match, the same 
atitude of judgment must be allowed to each 
individual in every form of athletics. Thus 
many runners will, immediately before a race, 
run a short distance at almost racing 5 
and practice starting several times just before 
the pistol; others find they get the best 
results by allowing the muscles complete 
relaxation up to the moment of the event. 
Lucien Gaudin, for instance, the greatest 
swordsman of our time, who is also by no 
means a bad performer at lawn tennis, never 
fences without first going through an 
elaborate series of practice movements in 
order that his whole body may be supple and 
in readiness for any call upon it. It is the 
same with people called upon to do some- 
thing, of whatever nature it may be, in 
public. There are musicians—both singers 
and instrumental performers—who can pro- 
duce their best form without any immediate 
preparation, while others will practice quite a 
short time prior to appearing before the 
public. 

These differences in individuals are probably 
due as much to mental and nervous as to 
physical causes.

intiff is Frank Maguire, of Bullock 
Castle, on Dublin who had acted 
as manager the defendants’ branch estab- 
bha at Clones up to the 3lst March, 
925. It appeared that plaintiff was sent in 
1892 by the defendant company to manage a 
buying branch in Clones. In 1908 the title 
and description of the Clones. dépét was 
chahged to that of the Irish Produee Com- 
pany. In 1917 the defendants floated the 
Produce Company as a limited liability com- 
pany, the defendants retaining all the shares 
in their hands and controlling the company. 
The plaintiff continued as manager under his 
original —— but in 1 he was ap- 
proached by H. L. Peters, deputy-chairman 
oí Liptons Ltd., and plaintiff was asked to 
enter into a Mew agreement as manager. At 
that interview, as all s it was verbally 
agreed that the plaintiff was to continue as 
of the t at a salary of £1,000 
per annum, that he should have a definite 
eet. for three years, and that the 
defendant company should pay him on the 
expiration of three years an annuity of £500 
for life. Subsequently an agreement in writ- 
ing was executed between the plaintiff and 
the Irish Produce Company, Liptons Ltd. 
entering into a guarantee for the due perform. 
ance of the agreement by the Produce Com- 
pany, the agreement, as plaintiff alleged, 
being that the original agreement was to con- 
tinue. The Irish Produce Company was dis- 
solved in March, 1925, and the defendant 
company had refused to pay to plaintiff any 
Ma allowance. 
n their defence, the defendants said that 
Mr. Peters had no authority to enter into any 
agreement on their behalf to pay plaintiff a 
retiring annuity. They also pleaded that on 
the dissolution of he Produce Company the 
plaintiff made no claim on its assets. 
_ Mr. Denning, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
Sainsbury (instructed by Messrs. Gerald 
Byrne and Co.), for the defendant company, 
applied for the issue of a commission to 
examine Mr. Peters in London as to the 
alleged parole agreement with the plaintiff. 
Counsel read an affidavit that had been made 
by Mr. Snelling, a director of Liptons Ltd., 
in which he stated that Mr. Peters had in- 
formed him that at the interview with plain- 
tiff at Christmas, 1925, certain things oe- 
curred that raised fears in the mind of Mr. 
Peters that if he attended the trial in Dublin 
he would suffer physical injury, and that 
nothing would induce him to attend in Dublin 
owing to intimidation. He was willing to 
give evidence on commission, but that, even 
if ordered by the Court, he would not attend 
on subpana. In a replying affidavit, Mr. 
Maguire denied as absolutely false the state- 
ment that anything occurred at the interview 
which would lead Mr. Peters to think he 
would be in any personal danger by attending 
the trial in ublin, or that he had 
been intimidated in any way. The plain- 
tiff, therefore, submitted that the application 
was not brought bona fide, but was made 
with the intention of avoiding a public trial. 
Counsel asked the Court to hold that the 
balance of convenience was in favour of 
issuing a commission, as the question of the 
power of the Court to enforce attendance on 
a subpena issued out of the jurisdiction had 
not yet been settled. 

Mr. Jellett, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
Lavery (instructed by Messrs. E. B. Maguire 
and Co.), for the plaintiff, resisted the ap- 
plication, and urged that it was absolutely 
essential that Mr. Peters should attend the 
trial in Dublin. The main part of the action 
was as to the verbal arrangement made by 
Mr. Peters with the plaintiff, and Mr. Peters 
had not made an affidavit stating that he had 
been intimidated. If Mr. Peters refused to 
obey a subpoena, if such were issued, then a 
very important question would be raised as 
to the power of the High Court of the Free 
State. 

Mr. Justice Meredith, in refusing the ap- 
plication and reserving the costs of the ap- 
plication, said that he had very considerable 
difficulty in coming to a decision. Mr. Peters 
was, a very essential witness, and he felt 
that the ends of justice might possibly be 
Eenvneres if he were not examined in court. 

le was determined to do everything he could 
to secure his attendance, because he was 
quite convinced that the evidence of Peters 
would be of incomparably ‘treater value if 
given in the witness box. 

Mr. Denning asked for, and was granted, 
liberty to issue a subpoena out of the juris- 
diction on Mr. Peters.

SENTENCE OF PENAL 
SERVITUDE. 


AN UNSUCCESSFUL APPEAL, 
(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. sus 

SULLIVAN AND MR. vUSTICE HANNA. 

_In the Court of Criminal Appeal an applica- 

tion for leave to appeal against his conviction 
and sentence to five years’ penal servitude, 
at the Central Criminal Court, Dublin, in 
November last, was made in person by Hugh 
Callan, who was in charge of two warders. 
He wags indicted, with Michael F. Conway 
and Robert B. Harold, and convicted on 26 
counts, on charges of conspiracy,. embezzle- 
ment and fraudulent conversion of large sums 
of money, the property of the Minister for 
Defence; and also the fraudulent conversion 
of moneys refunded by traders who had Leen 
overpaid. He was sentenced to five years’ 
penal servitude on each of the convictions, 
the sentences to run concurrently. 

The offences for which he was convicted 
and sentenced took place in the County of 
Cork, where he was employed with the other 
two men mentioned for the Ministry of 
Defence in investigating matters in connection 
with the accounts of traders and contractors. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., and Mr. Sheehy 
{instructed by the Chief State Solicitor) ap- 
peared for the Attorney-General. 

The prisoner, addressing the Court, stated 
that the grounds on which he made the appli- 
cation, included the following:—That the 
evidence given at the trial did not justify the 
verdict of the jury; that the case for his 
defence was not fully presented to the Court ; 
that certain witnesses present at his trial had 
not been examined; that the verdict of the 
jury was delivered at an unreasonable hour, 
and that the judge had misdirected the jury. 
He also stated that there were certain official 
documents which had been withheld from him 
when he was giving evidence, and that he had 
not been given am opportunity of examining 
the accounta. At the time the alleged 
offences were said to have been committed, he 
was a permanent civil servant officer, and be- 
fore the date of his arrest he had never heard 
of any irregularities in connection with his 
accounts or of the discovery of any bogus 
accounts or other documents. 

With reference to the refund accounts, he 
submitted that if there was any doubt of his 
innocence he should have an opportunity of 
examining the accounts, and he would pro- 
duce evidence to prove beyond all doubt that 
those sums had been properly accounted for 
in the chief office in Dublin. 

Without calling on Mr. Carrigan to reply, 
the Court refused the application for leave to 
appeal, being unanimously of opinion that no 
sufficient grounds had been shown in support 
of it. | 

The prisoner then left in charge of the 
warders.
